Lluminations, Bonfires, and other De- 
monftrations of Joy , have been made 
here three Nights fucceflively for the 
Advantage gain’d by the Fleet com- 
manded by the Count of Tholoufe over 
that of the Englifh and Dutch. Four Mortars 
and 1300 Bombs are fhip’d at Barcelona to be 
carliedto Malaga, but we cannot learn whe- 
ther they are to be fent to the Marquefs de 
Villadarias’s Camp, or to be put on board the 
Fleet under the » t of Tholoufe. The 
King and Queen are in perfe& Health, and 
appear abroad in their Coaches very fre- 
quently,. The King has made Don Thomas 
Chacon Governour of Potofi in America. 
The Regiment of Spanifh Guards of which 
the Count d’Aguilar is Collonel, and that of 
the Flemifh Guards commanded by the Duke 
of Havre, having been paid their Arrears, 
are miarch’d towards Ciudad Rodrigo, and will 
fuddenly be follow’d by other Troops that are 
quarter’d iu the Neighbourhood of this City. 
They write from Salamanca, that. the Duke 
of Berwick was to go from thence the 7th in- 
flant to. the Camp -which is forming near 
Malveco. between Ciudad Rodrigo and Za- 
morra,.in order to make Head againft the 
Enemiés, who are drawn together near Al-

Scbaffhuyfen, Auguit 30. The Abbot of St.

fo many Difficulties, to perplex this Bufinefs; 
that "tis not like to be quickly decided; nay 
we hear that yefterday the Diet broke up 
without coming to any Conclufion upon it, 
and that the Deputies ‘of the Roman Catho- 
lick Cantons have agreed only to report to 
their Principals the Debates that pafs’d in the 
Diet. *Tis reported that in a little time ano- 
ther General Diet wiil be held at Baden about 
this Affair. The Marquefs de Puifieux, Am- 
baffador of France, having caus'd a Memorial 
to be prefented by his Secretary to this latt 
Diet, in which he complain’d of the Cantons 
fuffering Men,Horfes,Arms, aud other things, 
to pafs through their Country to the Duke of 
Savoy ; it was refolv’d by the Cantons, that 
for the ‘future Recruits fhall be allow'd to pafs 
thro’ the Country to the Impérial Tioops in 
Piemont, under the fame Regulations as were 
obferv'd in letting the French fend Recruits, 
&c. to Swabia and Bavaria thro’ Switzerland. 
Geneva, Sept. 19. Eighteen Camifars are ar- 
riv'd here from the Sevennes, having laid’ 
down their Arms and accepted the General 
Pardon which the King of France has caus’d 
to be publifh’d there: They were conduéed 
fafe out of France, purfuant to the Tenour of 
the faid Proclamation of Pardon, and report 
that in all probabilicy feveral more of the 
Camifars will follow their Example, unlefs 
fpeedy Means be found to convey Succours 
to them. toa 
Cologne, Sept. 26. To day two Vefilels ar- 
riv'd from Mentz, in them feveral
